"Judge Robinson's next proposition IB 


that It Is incumbent upon every dti-> 
zen to uphold the 'courts and to aid to 
the enforcing of the penal laws. That 
may be true, but to working It out the 
Judge, would have a few citizens who 
are qualified Jurors doing duty for the 
benefit of a large population, mostly: 
alien, without pay or compensation, 
"Is It not far more Just to* compel 


every resident, whether he be citizen 
or alien, to aid in tbe enforcement ft 
the law by paying taxes out of which 
those who Buffer the loss' and incon- 
venience of jury doty may.be at least: 
partly compensated by tbe few dollars 
of jury fees which the law now allows? 


"It would be poor consolation to the 


mechanic, the barber, the hackdriver 
or the other who depends on btac- daily 
earnings for the support of himself and 
bir family, after serving a whole term 
as a juror in criminal cases, to be dis- 
charged with the,thanks of the court; 
and told that he has done bis duty as i 
a good citicen ^without pay.

"The converse of Governor Carter's 


position, that everyone who obtains i 
thy extra or special service or privi- 
lege from tbe Government should 


for it, is that everyone who is called 
upon to perform any extra or special

"Judge Robinson's third suggestion is 


that in civil cases each party should 
advance the full amount of jury fees 
for the day at the commencement of 
each day of the trial, Instead of letting 
the matter remain in.abeyance till the 
conclusion of the trial and then taxing 
the costit against the losing side.. 


"Such practice 'Would .certainly give 


the rich an unducf advantage over the 
poor. Comparatively few of the liti- 
gants in our courts could afford to ad- 
vance daily twenty-four dollars to cov- 
er jury fees. Very-often it is all they 
can do to scrape' together enough to 
retain a lawyer even though the law 
and justice may be on the poor man'* 
side. It is no answer'to- say that be 
can get just as fair a trial at tbe 
hands of the Judge as he can from a 
Jury. Certain it is that it would be 
the rich man or corporation that would 
most frequently want to waive the Jury, 
And the reason is that he would feel 
that he and Ms attorney would have 
more Influence wltb the judge than with 
the Jury. And 1 «ay this absolutely 
without any reflection on the personnel 
of our Circuit Court bench. But hu- 
man nature will assert itself, and gen- 
erallyjEhe poor .man will prefer to trust 
fats case to bis peers to the jury box. 
"Furthermore, the'right of jury trial 


In common law- cases is a fundamental 
one and Is guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion. 
It? Is true that the Seventh 


Amendment has been held not to ap- 
ply to trials in State courts, bnt it does 
apply to tbe -Territories. It is not rea- 
sonable to require a man. to waive such 
a right simply because somebody else 
considers that the substitute la Just as 
good..

Tbe rules which were adopted after

days' bona fide residence in another 
precinct obtain from the secretary of 
the precinct obtain from-the secretary.

rolled a certificate of transfer which 
wfll entitle him to become- a 'member ' 
of -the precinct club whereto be has 
acquired such bona. fide residence.

nai<i former Judge Robertson last'even- 
ing 


As to-the matter of interpreters, I 


think all' will concede that they should 
invariably ,be both /competent and 
honest. In order to secure .the services 
of such men it is necessary to furnish 
them with regular employment. 
No 


man with ability and self-respect will 
loaf about the Court House day after 
day on the -chance of being employed 
a* occasion may require, at the rate of 
five dollars per day of actual work, 
and compete with the incapable and 
unscrupulous who, unable to find 
profitable employment elsewhere, would 
be likely to. be in the race for an in- 
terpreter's fee. 


"Judge Robinson's next proposition is 


that it Is Incumbent upon every citi- 
zen to uphold the courts and to aid In 
the enforcing of the penal laws, That 
may be true, but ia working It out the 
Judge would have a few citizens who 
are qualified Jurors doing-duty for the 
benefit of a large population, mostly 
alien, without pay ojr compensation. 


"Is it not far more'Just to* compel 


every resident, whether be be citizen 
or alien, to aid in the enforcement ft 
the law by paying taxes put of which 
those who suffer the loss and Incon- 
venience of Jury duty may be at least 
partly compensated by the few'dollars 
of jury fees which the law now allows? 
"tt would be poor consolation to the 


mechanic, toe barber, the hackdriver 
or the other who depends ott,his;daily 
earnings for the support of M 
>v"«>if and 


his family, after Serving a whole term 
as a Juror in criminal cases, to be dis- 
charged with the thanks of the court 
and told that he has done his duty as 
a good citizen without pay. 


"The converse of Governor Carter's 


position, that everyone who obtains 
any extra or special service or privi- 
lege from the Government should pay, 


for it, is that everyone who Is called 
upon to .perform any extra or special 
work or services for the public good- 
such as jury duty—should be paid f o 
it 


"Judge Robinson's third .suggestion is 
that In -civil cases each 'party shoul 
advance the full amount of Jury fees 
for the* day at the commencement of 
each day Of the trial. Instead of letting 
the matter7 remain in abeyance till thi 
conclusion of the trial and then taxing 
the opsts. against the losing, side. , 


'Such practice 'Would .certainly give 


the rich an undue advantage over the 
poor. Comparatively few of the Uti 
gants in our courts could afford to ad 
vance dally twenty-four dollars: to 'cov- 
er Jury fees. Very often It is all they 
can do to scrape together enough to 
retain a lawyer even though the law 
and Justice may be on the poor man's 
side. It is no answer1 to say that he 
can get Just as fair a. trial at the 
hands of the Judge as he can from a 
jury. Certain It is that It would be 
the rich man or corporation that-would 
most frequently want to waive the Jury. 
And the reason is that he would fee 
that he and his attorney would have 
more influence with the Judge than with 
the Jury. And 1 say this absolutely 
without any reflection on the personnel 
of our Circuit Court bench. But hu- 
man nature will assert itself, and gen- 
erally the poof man will prefer to trust 
Us case to his peers In the Jury box. 


"Furthermore, the right of Jury tria! 


in common law cases is a fundamental 
one and Is guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion. If is true that the Seventh 
Amendment has been held not to ap- 
ply to trials in State courts, but it does 
apply to the Territories. It is not rea- 
sonable to require a man to waive such 
a right simply because somebody else 
considers'that the substitute ia Just as 
good, ]

Prcdnct Club Members 


Are Qualified as 


Delegates. 


At the meeting of the Republican 


Central Committee Saturday eveninr 
R. N. Boyd raised the question of the 
eligibility of a precinct resident, not m. 
voter in the precinct to *,seat as a 
delegate In the coming Territorial con-* 
ventlon. Chairman Crabbe stated that 
the committee bad previously nilea 
that persons could not be delegate* 
from a precinct, unless a registered 
voter therein., 


J. ,a fisher cited the new rule* 


adopted since the ruling made by^tb* 
Territorial committee, which.he held, 
then being in the chair, permitted any 
member of a precinct dub to be * " 
delegate from the precinct where he 
bad enrolled,, ., 


The rules which were adopted after 


the recent -county, convention, where 
the question arose originally, appar- 
ently, does not limit the election of 
delegates to registered voters In the 
precinct, there being no limitation to 
the right to enroll to the precinct club. 


The rules laid down for the govern- 


ment of primaries on this point' ace 
as follows: 


Sec. 14. Np member of a precinct 


Club Bhan be entitled to vote at * 
primary T»nlpH> Us name shall have 
been enrolled in the club. The rolls 
shall be'Open for the registration of 
precinct voters up to three days before 
all primary elections, at which time 
they snau close: public notice" shall 
be given at least three times In one 4r 
more English, or .Hawaiian .papers or 
by posters three days previous that the 
rolls are open, and may be signed at . 
some designated time and place with- 
in such precinct Any member of a. 
prec|nct club upon removing from, the 
precinct may after acquiring a thirty 
days" bona fide residence in another 
precinct obtain" from the secretary ot 
the precinct obtain from "the secretary, 
of the precinct where ne was last en- 
rolled a certificate of transfer which, 
will entitle him to become a member ' 
of the precinct dob wherein he has 
acquired such, bona fide residence.

See. Ifi. Nominations for members of 
he district committee and delegates to , 
the County and Territorial conventions - 
shan not be received and placed upon- 
the primary ballots unless made at 
' 


meetings held for such purpose, and ' 
no person shaft be nominated unless he 
shall have enrolled his name In the 
precinct club prior to the placing of his 
name as nominee,

Titles to land in Hawaii-are in un- 


settled state. Purchasers of real es- 
tate are required to, trace back through 
years of changes and descriptions : of 
metes, and bounds .of uncertain ac- 
curacy, and designated by Hawaiian 
names which in all cases have not been 
carried down to the-, present, day. 
Weeks are often required in the 
searching of records, and a. title under, 
the old system Is not only expensive 
but litigation does not'-always end with 
the passing of the deed. Hawaii had 
more need of a system snch as the 
Torrens land registration than prob- 
ably any other state or territory. 


Eventually 
the 
land 
cctnrt - will 


straighten all the real estate tangles 
In the Islands, and with the Torrens 
system better understood, the-process 
will be. one-of only a few years. 
If 


economy requires a reduction of: ex- 
penses In that particular court, there 
Is no reason why this cannot be done. 
Probably the court could be continued 
In mere skeleton shape, with only a 
Judge and clerk, and if need be these 
could be .made fee rather than salaried 
officials. 
In a measure the- court is 


self supporting now, applicants for 
registration paying a fee for the ser- 
vice, which becomes a government re- 
alization. Rather than see the law 
repealed and thus unloading the work 
which it may again take years to ac- 
complish, the court might be put en- 
tirely on the fee basis for a limited 
period and be maintained at a mini- 
mum expense to the taxpayers.

NEW YORK. March 2&-The first att 


thentic /information of the death o 
Leonldas Hubbard Jr., the magazine 
•writer who- starved to death in the In- 
terior of Labrador in. Qctober last, was 
received In this city today. 


The letter is most graphic In Its de- 


tails of the hardships endured by the 
Hubbard party. It came to Miss A 
D. Wallace from her brother, Dillon 
Wallace, Mr, Hubbard's sole white 
companion. It was written on the 
Northwest river post from which poln 
Mr. Wallace sent the telegrams which 
arrived on January 18th last. This'let- 
ter -was sent out by the courier who 
1 brought the telegrams to Chateau bay 
It had been traveling for over two 
months by dog sledge and" courier,/ ar- 
riving at Quebec Tuesday last and 
New York City today. 


The letter was postmarked Cart- 


wright, Labrador, December 81st; Bat- 
tle Harbor, 
Labrador, January 2d 


Blanc Sablon, January 21st; Katashou- 
ajn, Quebec, February lltb; Esqui- 
maux Point; Quebec, February 14th 
Bel-sinus, Quebec, March 10, and Que- 
bec City. March 22d. The letter was 
opened in transit at both ends, but no 
explanation was made by the Canadian 
postal authorities as to tbe reason.

I 
got a few together, a very 'few, and 
made a little fire under',the.stump of a 
fallen tree by a bank. The stump was 
rotten and took fire and smoked and 


goes out, December

'18th. 


.From October, until January there is 
but one mail from here, which leaves 
by dogs and from Comatic December 
'18th and from Rlgoulette on Christmas 
'Day. It goes via the Labrador coast 
and SL Lawrence to the railroad, 1,200 
.miles away, so this will be in your 
hands probably, the latter part of Feb- 
ruary. 


Now to the story of our terrible ex- 


perience in this awful country. We 
•plunged madly into the interior of an 
unknown country, into regions never 
before trod by white men, with almost 
.no provisions. For our trip we should 
have had 550 pounds of flour—we had 
120 pounds; we should have taken 200 
pounds of bacon or pork—we had 25 
pounds; and so on all down tbe line. 


On July 15th we left Northwest river 


and on August 1st were practically out 
of the woods. We were soaked to the 
skin nearly every day until the middle 
of September, and often slept -In wet 
clothes and wet blankets. From the day 
we left here until September 15th none 
of us went Into camp a single night 
with dry feet, yet none of us bad1 a cold 
or any Indication of one. As I stated, 
our food supply was exhausted early In 
August. 


TOO COLD FOR FISH. 


On August M we killed four geese; on 


August 12th a big stag caribou; from 
that time forward we lived on caribou 
meat, which we bad dried, but which 
was noon gone, and at long interval* a 
goose or duck or grouse which we suc- 
ceeded In Jailing with o:tr rifles and pln- 
toln, and flub w* cnupht with our roan. 
Early In September lh<? weather 


tave traveled down our old trail with! smoldered all night, reflecting some 
ght packs. We left a bit of flour—' 
•et—about eleven miles below ; here; 
welve. miles below that about a pound 
f milk powder, four miles below that 
bout four, pounds of lard. We counted. 
n-all these.to help us out in an effort 
to reach the head of Grand lake, where 
we; hoped to find a trapper's camp. On 
Thursday I Twisted.' 'Friday, and. Safe- 
urday it was the, same: I saw it was 
hopeless for me to go further with the 
boys so we consulted last night and 
decided they would take merely half a 
blanket each, cups, etc., and go on. They 
will try to reach the flour tomorrow. 
Then Wallace will bring a little and 
come back to me. George will go "on 
to Grand lake If he can and send or 


help to us. I want to say here 
they are two of the very best, 


lead 
that 
bravest and grandest men I. ever knew 
and if I die It will not be because they 
did not put forth their best efforts. Our 
past days have been trying ones. I 
have not written in my diary because so 
very weak. Yesterday at an old camp 
we found the end we bad cut from a 
flour bag. It had a bit of flour sticking 
to it 
We boiled It with our old cari- 


bou bones and it thickened the broth a 
little. 


"We also found a can of mustard we 


had thrown away. I sat and held it in 
my hand a long-time, thinking how it 
came . from home. Then I took a bite 
of It and It was very good. We mixed 
some in our bone soup and it seemed to 
stimulate us. We had a bit of caribou 
akin In that same. spot. It swelled up 
thick and was very good. . Last night 
I fell asleep while the boys were read- 
Ing to me. This morning I was very, 
very fleepy. 
After the boys left they 


left me tea,-the caribou bones and an- 
other end of a flour sack found here 
and some yeast cakes—I drank a cup 
of strong tea and some bone broth. I 
ate aluo some of the really deliclou* 
rawhide—boiled with bone* and it made 
It ftronfrer—strong to write thi«. The 
boys have only tea and half a pound of 
pea meal. Our parting wan most affect- 
Ing.

HELP .ARRIVES. 


In the morning I tried to get' some

I was c-vercbme with,, 
the desire for' sleep*and- sat dozing by 
the stump, .and it would have been- my 
last sleep— I am confident that would 
have'.been my last rbivouac—when I 
heard' some one shout very near

and almost "immediately four 'dark- 
faced men

packs on their backs, came over the 
bank. I was too' much dazed < for a 
moment to realize they were men. I 
had not seen, a human being other than 
Hubbard and George since July 15th, 
and In. my wanderings -had come to 
'think I was the only person left In the 
world. Then I remembered. George was 
to try to summon Donald Blake'', from 
Grand Lake. I knew Donald _and -rec- 
ognized him as one of the.in.; 
name, "Donald. Blake," and he'took my 
hand In his and my senses returned 
with the touch of human flesh. In a 
moment they .had a roaring fire and 
some hot tea and gave me a slice of 
bread and butter. I ate it and it made 
me sick. My rescuers-were Allen Gan- 


sideratale force to the ground. 'Medical 
aid" was at once summoned, and it was 
ascertained that beyond- several pain- 
ful bruises about the head and face, 
no serious injuries had been Inflicted.

only formulated In outline. The prince 
to on bis. way, with a retinue, to St 
Lquis. as Commissioner of the Chinese 
Bippfre at the'Louislana Purchase Ex- 
position, and Is traveling to San Fran- 
xdaco In the. O. & O. steamer Gaelic due 
here on Friday evening or Saturday 
morning. Secretary Hay^ as previously 
stated! cabled a request to Governor 
Carter to receive the Chinese Com- 
missioner with^officlal courtesies. 


Secretary A< L. C^'Atkinson will go 


on board-the steamer with Col. J. W. 
Jones and an Interpreter to meet Prince 
Pu Lan and welcome him to United 
States soil. A detail of-troops "with the 
Government band will be at the dock 
when the distinguished visitor landm to 
receive him with military honors. His. 
Imperial Highness will be driven in a. 
•Victoria, escorted by tbe troops, to the 
Alexander Young HoteL Two .officers 
will be assigned to him as aides during 
his stay.' After be goes to apartments 
In tbe hotel, Governor Carter will call 
on hiin. 


There will be a public reception ten- 


dered to 'the Prince* while" his wishes 
wfll be-consulted as to driving about 
town and to points of interest in the 
envirous. Chinese arrangements for tbe 
entertainment of the Prince were prac- 
tically completed by the Chinese Con- 
sul and the United Chinese-Society at 
meetings held yesterday afternoon and 
evening. The Consul, Chang Tso Fau, 
had a conference with Governor Carter 
and Secretary Atkinson regarding the 
reception of tbe Prince.- The govern- 
ment band has been placei at the dis- 
posal of the Chinese for their festivities 
connected with the visit of Ptt,Lan. 


There is still considerable uncertainty 


as to when the reception -wilt be given, 
although It w^s decided yesterday to 
hold It at the Imperial Chinese Con- 
sulate.

bill in his inside pocket. He will in- 
terrupt the chaplain in Us opening 
prayer in. tbe endeavor to make the 
Hilo county bill number one on the list 
of measures' Introduced at the .special 
session. , - . 
, 
This bill Is said to t* favored by the 
senators- and representatives-" of this 
side of the island of the Home Rule 
faith. . It is claimed by its supporters 
that the bill has been so drawn that 
the objections of. the Supreme - Court 
win not prevail against it. Its framera 
propose ; to have it go into .effect in 
thirty, daysrft celerity altogether un* 
known to the Loan Fund appropriation 
bill. 
The Hilo. county bill to be introduced 


by^Senator Brown is a composite of tbe 
best wisdom of Home Rule statesmen 
of this-'island. The' work' at- drawing 
It up was done by J. U. Smith, who Is 
confident that the measures will stand 
'the test of popular criticism and Judi 
clal scrutiny. The bill or bills which 
are four In number provide' that they 
shall take effect April SO, 1904. The of- 
ficials who were elected by the Novem- 
ber ballots of last year are to bold office 
in tbe several counties for the first eight 
months. 
After January 1, 1906, the 


Governor shall appoint the county com- 
missioners. A bare majority only shall 
be appointed from any political party. 
The salaries of county offfrinls are to 
"be fixed as they were under the old law. 
Tbe bonds are to be reduced. .County 
commissioners will receive only {25 per 
month with five dollars per day for 
actual time served, sessions to be lim- 
ited to five days In each month. The 
commissioners are to have power to 
'contract for transcripts of tb* land rec- 
ords in tbe Register's office at Hono- 
lulu and transfer them to the respective 
counties.

salary and a per dfem when working.

He reached the sroaTI "boat safely and 
was taken to the ship, which proved to- 
be the British snip Brlta/inia.

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Bankers have been interviewing legislators during the week on the possibility 


of financial legislation which will permit the release of the milKon. dollar* in the 
Territorial treasury, and which will also prevent the future piling up in the gov- 
ernment vaults ot non-interest drawing monies. The Baldwin substitute for the 
Brown depository bill, which was introduced in the Senate at the last session 
is preferred by bankers. This bill was a means of relief for the Territory in the 
sale of the Fire Claims bonds, providing that government funds should be de^ 
posited for fifteen years, 4he life of the bonds or until the bonds were paid, they 
to be given by the depositary to secure the Territory. The Baldwin substitute 
which the bankers may try to revive at the special session permitted the deposit 
of public monies in any or all banks, the security to be Territorial, county, ^or 
United States bonds. The banksare it is said, wining; to have inserted a provision 
by which "they will pay interest onjhe amount%deppsited.

TAKING UP SALARY WARRANTS. 


All the banks are taking "up salary'warrants as they are offered. Tbe^ar- 


rangement will probably be continued for die present at least Hold«s of salarjr 
warrants are given the option of selling their claims at a discount t>f five per cent, 
or borrowing upon them to the amount of eighty per cent. The-smaller holders 
prefer the former method. Warrants against the current appropriations a^e not 
being taken, up, the banks feeling unable 'to carry the double load. Salary war- 
rants of the police, public works and other departments ^which were not provided 
for in'tfae eighteen .months bill, and of which there is a question of legality are 
not being taken by the banks. Speculators are dealing in these warrants.
